Un- 
der the present penal code, an 
unemployed man is condemned to 
underfeeding, an uncomfortable 
housé and boots that lectin water. 

Now, in these'days of mechan- 
iged mnas production, thia punish- 
ment is becoming increasingly, 
diMcult to inflict. 

Apart from the embarrassing 
glut of food, such is the recent 
ndvance in chcap and rapid me- 
thoda of building construction 
that we have to strain our re- 
sources to the utmost te avold 
giving everybody a new house. 

And what with the chenpness 
of leather and the high producti- 
vity, of modern boof-making plant, 
it in only by the exerciac. of the 
utmdst Ingenuity that we can re- 
frain from continually providing 
the whole population with new 
boots. 

It is only our very strong sense 
of the wickedness of being unem- 
ployed that urges us, at endless 
trouble and expense, to continue 
punishing these © criminals by 
keening them short.

1R.—During the last couple of 
weeks, correspondence ‘hus 
appeared in your most valuable 
paper regarding the training and 
equipment of the local Volunteer 
Corps and I would also like to say 
a few words on the subject.

New Cancer 


Paria, Yesterday. 

A substitute for radium in the 
fight against cancer has been 
produced here by Professor Joliot, 
son-in-law of the Curtes, discover- 
ers of radium. 

The professor has built a radium 
“gun” consiating of a large tube 
worked by an electric dynamo 
which can manufacture large 
quantities of radio-active elements. 

The new  radio-active elements 
will be even more important than 
radium in the treatment of cancer, 
the’ professor declares, 

“Radium,” he said, “is ‘blind’ 

.. . Ht attacks bad and good 

alike . . . but our manufactured 

rndto-nctive elements ettack only 
the disease and leave the other 
parts of the tissue alone. 

“Supposing disease has been 
located in a certain spot. We can 
accumulate in that spot‘n sufficient 
quantity of radiv-active elements 
to kill the diseased cells without 
destroying the neighbouring 
healthy ones. , 

“In G0 to 100° years’ time, per- 
haps," he added, “cancer will be 
only a legend like leprosy.” 
ec

Condensed From ‘“‘Zulus Also Fall In Love" 


Dene in an obscure, ° out-of 
the-way corner of Natal, 
cnelosed and guarded by barren, 
rolling hills, lives: the dwindling 
remnant of what was once a dom- 
jnant race of splendid savages. 
Magnificent of body, dignified of 
demeanor, elegant in thelr orna- 
ments and harmonious in every 
movement, here are the only ‘Zu- 
Mus to be found to-day who have 
kept their racial strain pure. 
One of their most striking 
characteristics, which hag teft a 
deep impression upon me as an 
explorer and, anthropologist, is 


thelr attitude toward love and . 


marringe. 

Unlike the other fribesmen 
of Africa, The Zulu carries on his 
courtship and marri ge with ‘a 
solemn sense of humour, and also 
with poetry and love.

There are also chemical in- 
fluences which play a large part 
in the causation of dreams.

dream or sleep-hormone. 


{n this connection it has been 
scientifically proven that people 
who suffer from insomnia, or are 
plagued by disturbing dreams 
brought on without — outside 
sense-irritution, owe their condi- 
tion to an insufficient secretion 
of the sleep-hormone, that is, in- 
suflicient. for the soothing of an 
overatimulated nervous system. 
Research in this field is leading 
to the creation of a sleep-induc- 
ing hormone injection that will” 
calm ‘the senses and brain and 
bring on a sound dreamless sleep. 

Do we really experience’ fore- 
bodings that manifest themselves 
in dreams? In other wards, are 
there really warning dreams, 
that predict the future? 
Does death announce its immi- 
nence in dreams?

First, by transmitting diseases 
from person to person by means

try. Such a sacrifice would be too - 


great to compensate for the dam-

The second method of inculcat- 
ing disease into the enemy ranks 
is by transmitting it by fleas or 
rats.
